We, the undersigned, students in good standing and members in good 
standing of the Spirit of Wyoming Cowboy Band, having complied with all 
requirements known to us as a colony organization, and having attached 
hereto the history of our band, our Alma Mater, our local society and 
other data required, do hereby petition Kappa Kappa Psi National Honorary 
Fraternity for thirteen members of the College Band, to grant to us and 
to our successors a charter for a Chapter in the Fraternity at this 
institution. 

Should this petition be granted, we agree to support the Constitution 
and By-Laws, all rules, regulations, customs, and traditions of Kappa 
Kappa Psi, to perform its rituals, to exercise our responsibilities in 
the government and support of the Fraternity as such, and under its laws, 
to govern ourselves as an active Chapter in harmony and good fellowship; 
so that we and our successors shall continue to work for the best interests 
and advancement of the Fraternity wherever and whenever we may. It is 
understood that nothing in this pledge shall in any way conflict with our 
political or religious scruples, or our duties and obligations to our 
country, our college, our family, our God or ourselves. 

In testimony whereof, we have hereto set our hand this twenty-second 
day of January, Nineteen hundred eighty-two.

HISTORY OF THE UNIVERSITY OF WYOMING 


On September 6, 1886 the University of Wyoming, located in Laramie 
in southeastern Wyoming, opened its doors for the first time under Presi¬ 
dent John Wesley Hoyt. The university, established with funds derived 
from federal land grants and supported by state property revenues, consisted 
of one building, five professors (including President Hoyt), two tutors, 
and forty-two young men and women students between the ages of twelve and 
twenty-three. The majority of these students were enrolled in a college 
preparatory program which continued to be the case for the first years of 
the university's operation. The curriculum of the university proper was 
divided into three courses of study: a philosophical course, a literary 
course, and a scientific course. Divisions of Minina, Agriculture, Educa¬ 
tion, and Commerce were included on paper, awaiting further funding and 
an increased faculty and student body. 

By its fifth year, the university faculty had grown to fifteen and 
the first students had graduated. The role of the prep school was being 
slowly relinquished to high schools in some of the state's larger towns, 
although enrollment in this phase of the university continued to exceed that 
of the University proper. With growing numbers of students and faculty, the 
facilities and curriculum were also expanding and diversifying to meet the 
needs of the state. 

The university has continued to expand and diversify through the 
difficult years of the depression and two world wars, and has become a 
powerful academic and cultural force in the state. 


Now, five years before its centennial, university enrollment has

grown to over 9,000, comprised of students from all 50 states and 58 
foreign countries. Academically, there are over 120 areas of academic 
study in seven colleges. From its humble beginning in one building, the 
physical plant now encompasses over 40 buildings on 735 acres in Laramie 
as well as numerous research, teaching, and extension facilities throuoh- 
out the state. Despite its rapid growth, the university has continued to 
combine the feel of a small university with a very diverse curriculum. 




FINE ARTS 



Built in 1972, at a 
cost of over 4.5 
million dollars, the 
Fine Artsbuilding 
houses the University's 
art, theater, and music 
programs. In addition 
to a concert hall of the 
finest quality, the Fine 
Arts contains an excellent 
theater, ample set con¬ 
struction facilities, a 
fine art museum, and one 
of the nations' finest 
concert organs.

The state's past lives here in Laramie in the Univer¬ 
sity's Coe Library, where priceless archives and personal 
records of Western Americana are amassed, and 
a few blocks from campus at the Laramie 
Plains Museum in the historic Ivinson 
Mansion, a lasting tribute to an early-day 
founder of this community.

the University of Wyoming. The University ’ 

of Wyoming's trustee foundation is now accepting and reviewing applications 
for University President. Simultaneously, he is serving as Vice President 
for Research and Graduate Studies, a position he has held since 1980. He was 
Head and Principal Administrator of the Department of Atmospheric Science at 
the University of Wyoming from 1971 to 1980, except for one year when he was 
Director of the National Hail Research Experiment. The Department of Atmospheric 
Science consists of seven professorial faculty, twenty-eight staff, and four¬ 
teen students. The Department offers the Master of Science and Doctor of 
Philosophy Degrees in atmospheric science to students from a variety of back¬ 
grounds. Students, staff, and faculty are concerned with research projects in 
cloud physics, wind energy, weather modification, studies of urban pollution, 
and instrumentation. 

During Calendar year 1976, Dr. Veal served as Director of the National 
Hail Research Experiment at the National Center for Atmospheric Research, 

Boulder, Colorado. This activity included programs at seventeen universities. 

As Director of the Division, Dr. Veal was required to work closely with the 
National Science Foundation and several other federal and state agencies. 
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Dr. Veal's educational and teaching references begin with a B.S. in 
Civil Engineering, which he received from South Dakota State University in 
1953. Upon discharge from the Air Force, where he served from 1953 to the 
fall of 1957, Dr. Veal joined the Civil Engineering Department at South 
Dakota State University. After one year at South Dakota State University, 

Dr. Veal transferred to the University of Wyoming and joined the Civil Engineering 
Department as an instructor and graduate student enrolled in the M.S. and 
Ph.D. program. This experience provided an opportunity to teach courses in 
fluid dynamics, dymanics, mechanics of materials, statics, advanced fluid 
mechanics, hydrodynamics, and advanced hydraulics. Dr. Veal is a Licensed 
Professional Engineer in the State of Wyoming. 

Upon appointment of a new University President, Dr. Veal will return to 
the activities and duties of office of Vice President for Research and Graduate 


Studies. 



HISTORY OF THE UNIVERSITY OF WYOMING BAND 


Begun in 1913 as an R.O.T.C. unit under the direction of Ernest B. 
Hitchcock, commander of field music Company "A", the University of 
Wyoming Band originated as a program of the Department of Military 
Science and Tactics. Very little can be discerned about the> history 
of the band as no specific band history has ever been compiled. What 
can be gleaned from various archival sources is sparse information 
indeed: 

1915 - Professor Hitchcock and Professor Beilis organize a group to 
"create more noise on the athletic field." 

1917 - Professor Steck assumes command of the band 

1918 - The "Varsity Band" directed by Albert Lukken makes a whistle- 

stop tour by train, giving concerts in Cheyenne, Douglas, 

Wheatland, Casper, Basin, Lovell and Cody. 

1919 - The President of the University and a band committee comprised 

of two band faculty members and an upper classman chosen by the 
band appoints Mr. Cody Kennedy director. Band has become a 
voluntary organization. 

1922 - Harry W. Thompson is appointed director of the band and serves 
until 1924. 

1925 - The band is again a part of the R.O.T.C program and Harry Thompson 
is still the director. 

1944 - With the coming of the war, band is again a military organization 
which plays for military functions on campus under the direction 
of Robert S. Vagner. 

1950 - Tau Beta Sigma and Kappa Kappa Psi organized on campus. 

1951 - Edgar Lewis and Charles P. Seltenrich assume directorship of the 

U.W.Band. 

1953 - Tau Beta Sigma and Kappa Kappa Psi are nationally chartered. 

1959 - The University of Wyoming Band travels to the Sun Bowl in El Paso, 
Texas under the direction of Charles Seltenrich. 

1969 - Ronald Kuhn is the band's new director and the band travels to 
the Fiesta Bowl in Tempe, Arizona. 

1979 - Phil Weinacht assumes the directorship of the floundering band 

program. 

1980 - Robert B. Mayes is hired as the "President's Choice" for the band's 

director. This marks the beginning of a new era at U.W. The newly 
enthused Pep Band follows the Cowboy Basketball team to the NCAA 
playoffs in Los Angeles, California. 

1981 - The Marching Band, swollen to 140 members, travels to San Diego, CA 

to perform at U.W. vs. SDSU and San Diego Charger's vs. Cincinatti 
Bengals football games. 

Future - No one knows what the future holds for this band, but the Cowboy 
Band marches on, pressing forward toward excellence. 


The "Spirit of Wyoming" Cowboy Band 1981 


The Cowboy Band is a tremendous success story of which the University of 
Wyoming is justly proud. From twenty-six members at its first rehearsal of 
1980, to today's band of one hundred forty strong, the band has grown steadily, 
gaining one hundred fourteen members in just thirteen months. 

Director Robert Mayes attributes the astounding development of the band to a 
positive attitude, "Everyone in this organization believes we can be the best 
band in the country." The second year director looks forward to the fulfill¬ 
ment of the band's great potential. 

The Cowboy Band receives continuing support from the administration of the 
University. The Board of Trustees passed a resolution commending, "Robert 
B. Mayes for his leadership, inspiration, imagination, and innovation," and 
the individual band members for, "their spirit, their dedication, and, most 
of all, for their pride in themselves and their university." The band's new 
uniforms further demonstrate the University of Wyoming's commitment to an 
outstanding band program. 

The Homecoming halftime marked the debut of the uniforms which had arrived just 
three days earlier. Tau Beta Sigma and Kappa Kappa Psi mobilized an extra¬ 
ordinary effort to issue, fit and alter one hundred forty uniforms on very 
short notice. 

Known as the "Spirit of Wyoming," the band serves as an ambassador of a 
university grown beyond the "wild, wild west" of myth and legend. 

On November 8th the Cowboy Band performed during the half-time at the San Diego 
Chargers-Cincinnati Bengals professional football game. The Chargers issued 
the unanticipated invitation following the Band's first season under Mr. Mayes, 
bypassing the usual audition-and-wait procedure. The trip to San Diego also 
afforded the band an opportunity to continue its unflagging support of Cowboy 
football, at the Wyoming-San Diego State game on November 7th. 

The Band is much encouraged by the support of the University Administration, 
Alumni, and the Cowboy Joe Club. This support allows the band to take advan¬ 
tage of the opportunities presented them. Through the hard work and dedication 
of its director and its members, the Cowboy Band indeed looks toward becoming 
the finest band in the country.

ROBERT BARNES MAYES 



Robert B. Mayes was born in 1947 in Midland, Texas. He began playing trumpet 
in the seventh grade and while attending Midland High School, was voted Band 
President and was selected to "Who's Who in High School Musicians" and to the 
All-Region Band. Granted a scholarship, he attended Texas Tech University 
where he was cornet soloist in orchestra and wind ensemble and "tour soloist" 
as well. A member of the Marching Band, Jazz Band, and Pep Band, Robert was 
elected Band President and in his senior year, "Outstanding Bandsman." 

Mr. Mayes was an active member of Kappa Kappa Psi and Phi Mu Alpha fraternities. 
UDon completion of his graduate work at Texas Tech, Robert Mayes graduated in 
1971 with a Master's Degree in Music Education. 


After graduation, Mr. Mayes was hired as band director at Robert E. Lee High 
School in Midland, Texas. During Mayes' three years tenure at that school, 
he built the band from 90 to 160 pieces. His bands attended such prestigious 
events as the "Coaches' All--American Game" and "Six Flags Over Georgia," and 
at "Buccaneer Days" in Corpus Christi, Texas, received first division awards 
in both marching and sight-reading. 


In 1974 Mr. Mayes was hired as the first-ever assistant band director at his 
alma mater, Texas Tech. As well as marching band, Robert's duties at Texas 
Tech included conducting the concert and jazz bands, and teaching trumpet, 
music theory, and the fundamentals of brass instruments. Mr. Mayes also 
served as acting director of bands during the band director's eighteen month 
medical leave.

Robert Mayes moved to Laramie, Wyoming in 1980 to accept the position of 
Director of Bands at the University of Wyoming. Mr. Mayes inherited a 
faltering band program which had often performed with fewer than 40 members. 
Robert's first rehearsal was somewhat less than encouraging with fewer 
than 30 members in attendance. Through his own efforts and charisma 
Mr. Mayes built 1980's band to about 70 members and the band gained state¬ 
wide support. The new-won support for the band proaram enabled Mr. Mayes 
to take the Cowboy Pep Band to Los Angeles to support the Cowboy basket¬ 
ball team in the NCAA regional play-offs in March of 1981. Mr. Mayes 
encouraged each band member to "bring a friend to band" in 1981 and fostered 
a growth in the band program that built the 1981 band to 140 members. The 
Cowboy Band performed at home football games and traveled to San Diego to 
perform at the college game and at a San Diego Chargers' professional foot¬ 
ball game. 

Mr. Mayes has served band programs well and has worked steadily to build 
band programs which remain a credit to himself and his universities. 

Robert has built a program at the University of Wyoming which has been the 
talk of the entire state.

Miss Cathy Livings was born in 1956 and first played drums in the 8th 
grade. She attended Richardson Hinh School where she was principle 
percussionist in the orchestra, concert band, and marchinq band. She 
was a member of the All Region Band and Orchestra and the All State Band 
and Orchestra. She was voted the "Outstanding Percussionist", and also 
earned 1st Division awards in grades 8-12 at the U.I.L. solo and ensemble 
competitions in Texas.

During' all these activities Kappa Kappa Psi came up with another idea to advertise 
the band and possibly raise some money. We had a local print shop print bumper 
stickers saying: " 'The Spirit of Wyoming' Cowboy Band." The idea has been very 
successful so far. We have sold more than 150 and hope to sell more. You can see 
these bumper stickers on quite a few cars already in Wyoming and Colorado. 


Next we established in the beginning of September to hold meetings on Wednesday 
nights at 7:00 p.m., with Tau Beta Sigma beginning at 8:00 p.m. The first order 
of business was to establish a valid constitution in order to be recognized by the 
university. The constitution has since then been established and now all we 
have to do is vote on it. As soon as we become recognized by the university, we 
plan to have our pictures in the University of Wyoming yearbook. 

Currently we have a number of projects going on. We have just purchased Kappa 
Kappa Psi pins to go on our new uniforms. We just took another trip to Colorado 
Springs and Kappa Kappa Psi again took on all the responsibilities of loading, 
unloading, and general help. Kappa Kappa Psi, along with Tau Beta Sigma, are also 
in the process of selling totebags to the band for our new uniforms. On October 17, 
Kappa Kappa Psi and Tau Beta Sigma will also be running a Band Day Competition 
involving sixteen bands. 

As far as future projects go we have our hands full. On October 7, the whole colony 
will be helping with a Phonothon to raise money for the College of Arts & Sciences. 
In November, the band will be flying to San Diego, CA to play in both our college 
game and the San Diego Charger's game. Kappa Kappa Psi is going to be a key element 
in the smooth operation of the trip. We plan on wearing our shirts and pins to let 
everyone know who and what we are. 

Besides the special projects. Kappa Kappa Psi is involved with the band everyday. 

We have a duty roster on our Kappa Kappa Psi bulletin board outside the Band Room. 
Each one of us signs up for specific duties such as: bringing out the sound system, 
ladders, yardline markers, etc... Kappa Kappa Psi also helps out to a great 
degree during every home game. 

We, the men of the Alpha Nu Colony of Kappa Kappa Psi, are extremely proud of who 
and what we are. We believe that we have much to offer. We feel that every member 
puts 100% of his ability into the chapter's responsibilities and purposes. We are 
sure that we will have many more activities to report on in the future.

ALPHA NU CHAPTER 
KAPPA KAPPA PSI 


UNIVERSITY of WYOMING 
LARAMIE, WYOMING 


(As ratified October 3* 1981) 

**********************************************************************.)(.* 

PREAMBLE 

Be it known that the following constitution was written exclusively for • 
the Alpha Nu Colony of the Kappa Kappa Psi Fraternity located at the 
University of Wyoming, Laramie, Wyoming. This constitution, with its duly 
authorized amendments, by-laws, and legislative codes, shall be the 
highest authority on the operation of the Alpha Nu Colony of Kappa Kappa 
Psi whew not in conflict with the National or District III Constitutions. 


ARTICLE I 


Membership 

1. Membership shall be of six classes: . 

A. Active—An active member shall be one who has paid all his fi¬ 
nancial obligations. He may attend chapter meetings and social 
functions. He may vote. 

B. Junior Active—A junior active shall be one who has been in the 
chapter only one semester as a pledge. He shall have all the 
privileges of an active member except he may not have a little 
brother. 

C. Inactive— An inactive member in school shall be one who is cur¬ 
rently registered at the University of Wyoming and has not paid 
his financial obligations, A member who is not in band is con¬ 
sidered inactive unless 75% of those active, vote to activate him. 
An active member who drops out of school shall assume the status 
of an Inactive member. The inactive member may not vote, attend 
social functions, or say anything to the pledges pertaining to 
the fraternity or pledgeship unless given permission by the chap¬ 
ter. 




D. Alumni—Anyone initiated into the chapter shall become an alumnus 
upon leaving the University of Wyoming. He shall be accorded the 
status of an inactive member out of school. 

E. Life Membership—Life membership shallbe as defined in the Na¬ 
tional Constitution. Life members attending the University of 
Wyoming shall be considered as active members. Life members no 
longer attending the University of Wyoming shall be considered as 
alumni. 

£'. Honorary—Honorary members of the Fraternity shall possess the 
same general qualifications as active members except thet they 
shall not necessarily be regularly enrolled in the University of 
Wyoming nor possess any qualifications as musicians. They shall 
be generally recognized as outstanding in their field of endeavor 
or shall have performed outstanding service for the University of 
Wyoming Band or the Alpha Nu Colony of the Kappa Kappa Psi Frater¬ 
nity. 

2. Any active member having two unexcused absences in a semester shall be 

considered inactive. 

A. Absences may be considered excused only if concerned with school, 
job, death or sickness in the family, or sickness and must be val¬ 
idated with the Sergeant-at-Arms before the meeting or as soon 
after the meeting as possible. 

B. The decision as to the validity of the excuse rests entirely with 
the Sergeant-at-Arms with the chapter acting as a Court of Appeals 
maintaining simple majority rule. 


ARTICLE II 
Finances 

1. Finances shall be handled by the Treasurer and/or President. 

2. Dues shall be a source of revenue. 

A. Members' dues shall be set at an amount adequate to meet all fi¬ 
nancial obligations of the chapter; however, they shall not exceed 
twenty-five ( 25 ) dollars per semester. 

B. Pledgers' dues shall cover the National initiation fee, cost of 
official badges and other costs deemed necessary by the chapter. 

3• Expenditures 

A. All planned expenditures in excess of one hundred (100) dollars 
must be approved by the Ways and Means Committee. 

B. All planned expenditures in excess of two hundred fifty (250) 
dollars must be approved by a two-thirds majority vote of the 
chapter. 




ARTICLE III 


Officers 

1. Elections shall be held annually in April for the President, Vice- 
President .Treasurer, and Assistant Pledge Trainer. All other officers 
shall be elected for terms of one semester in December and April. 

2. Appointments may occur at anytime necessary to fill a vacated office. 

A. Offices vacated before completion of a term, except the presidency, 
shall be filled by presidential appointment with a two-thirds con¬ 
senting vote by the chapter. 

B. When the office of the President is vacated the Vice-President 
shall immediately assume the Presidency, holding all rights, 
privileges and responsibilities thereof for the remainder the 
existing term. 

C. When the office of the Vice-President is vacated £ Special election 
will be held to elect a new Vice-President. 

3. Each officer shall be held responsible for his duties as outlined in 
the National Constitution and as set forth in this article. 

4. The officers shall meet as needed to form the Executive Committee. 

All business to be discussed at the chapter meeting shall be submitted 
first to the Executive Committee. 

5. All officers shall serve without compensation. 

6. Only active members may hold offices. 

7. All elected officers of the chapter shall submit a written and. oral 
report to the chapter of their tenure in office, with any suggestions 
for improvement of his office. The written report must be file with 
the Recording Secretary witin thirty (30) days after termination of 
office. 

8. The officers of the chapter shall be: 

A. President—He shall be the presiding officer at Chapter and Exec¬ 
utive Committee Meetings. He shall be responsible for knowing 
what is happening within the chapter at all times. 

B. Vice-President—He shall be the administrative officer of the 
chapter. He will preside in the absence of the President, He 
has the power to appoint committee chairmen not previously elected 
or in office. All committee chairmen are responsible to the Vice 
President. He shall be responsible for rack line. 

C. Corresponding Secretary—He shall handle all correspondence of the 
Chapter promptly and shall send a quarterly report to the National. 
He shall deep on file a carbon copy of all correspondence sent. 

All correspondence with other chapters, districts and national 
shall go through him. 




D. Recording Secretary—He shall keep the minutes of all business 
meetings and all Executive committee meetings. He shall post 

a calendar of upcoming official fraternity functions, except ini¬ 
tiation dates, and keep this calendar up to date. He shall be re¬ 
sponsible for the office records. 

E. Treasurer—He shall be the financial officer of the Chapter. He 
shall be responsible for the proper receipt and disbursement of 
all Chapter funds. He shall keep a comprehensive set of books 
and shall assist in the preparations of the budget. He shall 
send a quarterly report to National. He shall serve as Chair¬ 
men of the Ways and Keans Committee. 

F. Sergeant-at-Arms—He shall be the doorkeeper, keeper of the roles, 
and Parliamentarian of the Chapter. He shall know all laws govern¬ 
ing the Chapter, acquiare a knowledge of parliamentary procedure 
and see that chapter meetings are' run accordingly. He shall be 
the dispenser and collector of fines. He shall be in charge of 
the Badge. He shall be responsible for a roster of all active 
members. He shall be the Chairman of the Constitution Committee. 

G. Pledge Trainer—He shall be responsible for the training and 
initiation of all pledges of the Chapter with advice of the 
Pledgeship Committee. His position is one of neutrality between 
members and pledges. He shall submit to the Chapter a weekly re¬ 
port- on the progerss of each pledge. He shall be Chairman of the 
Pledgeship Committee. 

H. Assistant Pledge Trainer—He shall assist the Pledge Trainer as 
required and shall be Chairman of the Rush Committee. He shall 
become Pledge Trainer the following year. 

I. Athletic Director—He shall be responsible for coordinating all 
athletic events of the Chapter. He shall be in charge of all 
business with the University of Wyoming Intramural Department and 
the planning of those activities. 

J. Social Chairman—He shall be responsible for organizing and co¬ 
ordinating all chapter social events, parties,.and banquets. 

K. Historian—-He shall be responsible for gathering all pertinent 
history of the Chapter and Maintaining the scrapbook. 


ARTICLE IV 
Pledges 

1. Persons considered for pledging the Fraternity must have completed at 
least one semester in the University of Wyoming Band and have a G.P.A, 
for the previous semester of at least 2.00 or have an overall G.P.A. 
no less than 2.00. These persons must be enrolled in band during the 
semester in which they plan to pledge. 


2. Persons considered for pledging must have attended at least 7 % of the 
rush functions. To be eligible to vote at final cut the actives must 
have also attended 75 % of the rush functions. 

3. Prospective pledges shall be considered and voted on at a meeting 
consisting of at least 90^ of the active membership. No less than 
one-fourth of the votes of members present shall remove a person's 
name from the list of those eligible. 

4. At the first meeting possible of the pledges they shall receive a ros¬ 
ter of active members,a pattern for the pledge plaque and they shall 
select their Big Brothers and Big Sisters. The President, Vice-Pres¬ 
ident,Pledge Trainer, and Assistant Pledge Trainer shall be ineligible 
for Big Brother status. 

5* Pledges shall be responsible for obtaining the signatures of all active 
members on their respective plaques before they are eligible for 
the brotherhood. 

6. Each pledge shall make or buy a token of appreciation for his Big 
Brother and collectively, the pledges shall make or buy a gavel for, 
the President. Ihey shall bestow a token of remembrance on the Assis¬ 
tant Pledge Trainer. They shall,collectively ,make or buy a token 
of appreciation for the Pledge Trainer. 

7* Any item pertaining to pledgeship not covered in this article, the 
Legislative Code or the National Constitution shall be determined 
by the Pledgeship Committee with the consent of the Chapter. 


ARTICLE V 
Joint Meetings 

1. From time to time KKY and TBS will meet jointly to discuss,plan, 

and act upon items of mutual concern and necessity. When these joint 
meetings occur, they shall be governed by this article. 

A. Joint meetings are intended to allow the fraternity and sority 
the opportunity to work in concert. 

1) Neither «roup is to be deprived of its autonomy. 

2 ) A simple majority of each seperate organization shall constitute 
a quorum for joint meetings. 

3) A meeting where one group has less than its quorum present shall 
constitute only a seperate meeting of the group which has a quorum 
present; joint decisions cannot therefore be made nor can joint 
agreements be entered into such a meeting. 

4 ) a simple majority of the joint membership shall be necessary for 
for any joint decision or agreement. 

3) Decisions and agreements made in joint meetings shall be binding 
upon both groups. 


6 ) Neither group shall set aside a decision or agreement made in a joint 
without a like majority of the joint membership, meeting in a second 
joint meeting. 

7) Either group may move to seperate the joint meeting at any time, 
subject to simple majority approval of the joint membership. 

B. Joint meetings shall be governed through the elected leadership of each 
seperate group. 

1) The elected leaders of the seperate groups shall alternate, joint meeting 
to joint meeting ,as presiding officers of the joint meeting. 

2) Elected leaders shall precide over the joint membership as a body? 

KKY officers preciding together,TBS officers preciding together. 

3) Agendas for joint meetings shall be submitted to the vice pres¬ 
ident of each seperate group,prior to joint meetings. The vice president 
of the group which will not preside over the anticipated joint meeting 
will then submit agenda items to the presiding vice president. 

4) Joint meetings shall be run according to correct parliamentary proced¬ 
ure. 


ARTICLE VI 

Methods of Ratification and Amendment 

1. This Constitution may be ratified by unanimous vote by the Alpha Nu 
Colony after it has been read in front of all actives at two out of 
three consecutive constitutional meetings with the last meeting being 
mandatory. 

2. This Constitution may be amended by a two-thirds (2/3) majority vote 
of the active members after the proposed amendment is read in f ull 
at each of three separate consecutive weekly meetings. 



LEGISLATIVE CODE 


ALPH NU CHAPTER, KAPPA KAPPA PSI 
(As revised October 3, 1981) 

***************************************************************** 


PURPOSES 

This legislative code is to provide a resting place for transient 
goals, decisions, traditions and practices which, although important 
at the moment, are not important enough to be included in the body 
of the Constitution. 

This code is designed to be easy to amend, thereby preventing the 
need for numerous Constitutional Amendments. 


METHODS OF AMENDING 

1. The Legislative Code may be amended by a unanimous vote of the 
active members at a regularly weekly meeting at which at least 
75% of the active members are present. 

2. The Legislative Code may be amended at a special meeting by a 
75% majority of those present, provided at least 90% of the 
active chapter is present. 

3. The Legislative Code may be amended by a two-thirds (2/3) vote 
of the members present at any weekly meetinq after a reading of 
the proposed amendment in full. This process must be repeated 
at a second meeting for the amendment to be effective. The two 
meetings at which a positive vote is obtained must not be 
more than four weeks apart and negative votes at intermediate 
meetings shall not be considered. 


ARTICLE I 

A declaration of intention as to active status is due at the second 
meeting of each semester, with payment of dues to be made no later 
than the fifth week after the first meetinq of the semester. Delinquent 
dues must be paid by the fifth meetinq of the semester. Delinquent 
dues must be paid by the fifth meetinq of the following semester or 
by arrangement with the Treasurer, or that person's name shall be 
dropped from the Chapter roll. 


ARTICLE II 

The Sergeant-at-Arms shall be empowered to collect the following 
fines: 

A. Absent without excuse: one dollar ($1) 





B. Tardy after meeting has been called to order: fifty cents (50<£) 

C. Speaking without having the floor: twenty-five cents (25<£) 

D. Use of smoking materials during a meeting: fifty cents (50C) 

2. In order to be admitted to a regular meeting a member must pay all 
fines previously incurred. 


ARTICLE III 

1. Five-dollar ($5) functions shall be all initiations, the Big 
Brother-Little Brother Breakfast, Midway, final rush function and 
final vote. There will be a $4 fine for not wearing a coat, tie, 
and slacks at one of these functions or a called formal meeting. 

2. A $2 fine shall be imposed for not wearing a shirt and slacks at a 
semi-formal function or meeting. 


ARTICLE IV 

1. The pledges shall obtain an introductory signature from each active 
member between the first and second week of Chapter meetings. This 
signature shall include the member's name, address, phone number, 
major, classification, instrument, and home town. 

2. The pledges shall elect a pledge president, pledge treasurer, and 
any other officers deemed necessary. 

3. The pledges shall be responsible for all information in their 
pledge manuals and for all other information given them. 

4. The pledges shall wear suits and bow ties to all meetings held in 
conjunction with the Chapter. 

5. Every week the Chapter meets, the pledges shall have a lesson from 
the Pledge Trainer and/or pledge quiz at a time deemed feasible by 
the Pledge Trainer. 

6. The pledges shall prepare a skit for the active members at each 
meeting with the chapter. 

7. The pledges shall be required to work for the band as often as 
academic and work schedules will allow. 

8. There shall be a work session every possible week supervised by 
the Pledge Trainer and/or Assistant Pledqe Trainer. This work 
shall be of a constructive vein only. 

9. The pledges shall be instructed of the consequences of "cutting" 
a chapter meeting during their pledgeship, and the awful conse¬ 
quences if they do not. 

10. The pledges shall construct a pledqe project of their own deter¬ 
mination with the consent of the Pledge Trainer. 

11. Each pledge shall wear a pledge pin and carry a pledge book at 
such times as deemed necessary by the Chapter. 



12. 


On any matters of conflict between the Chapter and the Pledge 
Trainer the final decision shall be made by the Chapter. An 
90% yote with 75% of the active. members, present at the meeting is 
required to overrule the Pledge Trainer. 


ARTICLE V 

The Chapter meeting with the pledges shall take the form of a "rack 
line" if deemed necessary by the Vice-President and can be overridden by 
a two-thirds (2/3) vote by the Chapter. 


ARTICLE VI 

1* All committees, except the Executive Committee, shall be appointed 
by and be responsible to the Vice-President. 

2. Executive Committee - All officers are members of this committee. 
It is responsible for organizing Chapter business and devising 
an efficient method of presenting the business to the Chapter. 

3. Ways and Means Committee - This committee will be consulted in 
the affairs of the Chapter finances and the Chapter budget as 
outlined in the Constitution. 

4. Constitution Committee - This committee's primary purpose shall 
be a responsibility to the amending and/or revision of the 
Constitution when time and necessity dictates. Revisions 
concerning the Constitution must go through the Constitution 
Committee. 

5. Pledgeship Committee - This committee shall advise the Pledge 
Trainer on matters of pledgeship and be available to assist in 
administrative duties of pledgeship when requested to by the 
Pledge Trainer. 

6. Rush Committee - This committee shall coordinate the smooth 
operation of rush. They shall select proper times, places and 
speakers for Chapter rush functions. 

7. Recruiting Committee - This committee shall be responsible for 
all matters concerning recruiting. 

8. Social-Alumni Committee - This committee shall be responsible 
for planning all social events of the Chapter and coordinating 
all activities with alumni. 

9. Equipment Committee - This committee shall be responsible for 
all equipment regarding the band and Chapter. 

10. Phone Committee - This committee shall be responsible for 
contacting chapter members at times deemed necessary by the 
Vice-President. 

11 . The Vice-President shall have the power to vote in any committee, 
on any issue, at any time. 

12. Any active may attend any committee meeting and be eligible to 
vote if he has attended 75% of the committee meetings pertaining 




to the issue.

Perhaps you’ve heard them as you walk to 
lass, or seen them practicing on the grass 
est of tlie Fine Arts Building. They can no 
inger be ignored during halftime at the 
fOtball games. They are the University of 
tyoming Marching Band, and their 
ambers are growing. 

“Wc picked up seven kids last week alone, 
ho saw us perform at the football game 
ad decided to join,” Robert Mayes, UW 
and Director, said. 

There are 143 members in the band this 
ear compared to 70 at this time last year. 


This is due to active recruiting by Mayes, 
who is in his second year at UW and by band 
members themselves. 

Anyone who plays an instrument can audi¬ 
tion; half the band is made up of non-music 
majors. 

There are service scholarsliip 3 for those 
who need financial aid. These depend on the 
ability of the player and whether the band 
has a shortage of players of a certain instru¬ 
ment; tuba players for instance are hard to 
find. 

Mayes’s goal is to have the best band in

tlie country, and he won’t settle for less. He 
plans to achieve this by building gradually. 
Since only seven of the students are seniors, 
the rest will be back next fall. He hopes to 
have 180 to 195 members by then, and at 
least 240 members the year after that. .Some 
of the students he will totally retrain. 

“If what we do is just standing and play¬ 
ing, we’ll do that and go from there,” Mayes 
said. 

Mayes teaches with two principles in 
mind; you can’t waste students’ time, and

you have to give them something to be proud 
of. Consequently, the band members prac¬ 
tice only one hour a day-noon to 1-but in 
that hour they work intensely. 

Mayes wants the band to play well at 
games, even if the football or basketball 
teams don’t. 

A problem with performing at football 
games is finding music that will appeal to 
both sides of the stadium. 

“The West side prefers Sousa marches, 
while the students w ould rather hear th e 
Budweiser song. Another difficulty is inven¬ 
ting something new for each game,” Mayes 
explained. 

“We’ll do anything to get them to watch us 
for 1C minutes,” Mayes said. 

This is especially important to the Music 
Department. Twenty thousand people can 
watch the band perform, while only COO peo¬ 
ple can tit into the Fine Arts Concert Hall. 
Many people judge the whole department by 
how well the band performs. 

Mayes has been involved with bands since 
elementary school, where-he learned the 
trumpet quicldy and easily. He always knew 
he wanted to he a band director, so after 
high school, he entered Texas Tech, which 
at that time had one of the best bands in the 
country. The band director, Dean Killian, 
had a tremendous influence on Mayes, in¬ 
stilling in him the pride and discipline he 
passes on to his band members. There, too, 
he met his wife, Diane, who was majorette 
in the band. 

When Maye 3 heard that Wyoming wanted 
a good band, and had the money to spend on 
one, he took the opportunity and came to 
Laramie. 

Having the money to support a band has 
been helpful, since Mayes wanted to buy 
new uniforms for the band this year. The 
band is also budgeted for two trips each 
year. This year they will play at Air Force 
and San Diego State. 

While in San Diego, the band will perform 
at the San Diego Chargers football game. 
Future road trips will include Texas-El 
Paso and BYU. Texas-El Paso because 
Mayes wants to recruit there, and BYU

Uniforms at Homecoming 


UW’s Marching Band will march onto the 
field during the Homecoming game October 
3 in brand new uniforms, but Band Director 
Robert Mayes is keeping descriptions of the 
uniforms a secret until game time. 

“All I will say is tliat the new uniforms 
will look very sharp; some of the band 
members from last year have seen a mock- 
up of the new uniform, and they are really 
excited about them,” Mayes says. 

Originally, the uniforms were scheduled 
to arrive on September 15, in plenty of time 
fGr 'the first home game against Florida 
State University on September 26. However, 
the season was rescheduled, and the first 
home game was moved up to September 5, 
with Cal-State Fullerton. As a result, the 


band will perform at that opening game 
without the new uniforms. 

“As it is, the uniform supplier is making a 
superhuman effort just to get the uniforms 
to us by. September .15,” Mayes says. “I 
think it would be impossible for them to 
complete the new uniforms and ship them to 
us in time for that first hoihe game on 
September5.” ' .. 

According to Mayes, even though the band 
will not have the uniforms in time for that 
first home game, the band will still be dress¬ 
ed alike. 

“The band will be together for just five 
hours of practice before the first game, and 
we will try to arrange for everyone to wear 
the same clothes; probably blue jeans and 


white shirts,” Mayes says. 

Mayes expects this year's band to number 
125 members, and he is looking forward to a 
very good season. In addition to performing 
at this fall's home games, the band is plann¬ 
ing to perform at the San Diego State game 
in San Diego on November 7. 

“Funding for the band trip to San Diego is 
being provided by a combined effort of the 
UW Marching Band,” Mayes explained. 
“The theme of the program will be to em¬ 
phasize the uniqueness of Wyoming.”
